BlKckle* Ravages Increasing. 


The initial nppewance of the dreaded 


blackleg on Blaisdri's ranch, whereby 
A. J. Smith lost a fine cow, WM noted 
a few days ago, yet in the short inter- 
vening interval its ravages have spread 
terribly. 
On Halligan's ranch thirteen 


head of cattle have died from the con- 
tagion, and two other ranchers, whose 
owner's names Mr. Smith cannot state, 
have lost nine and two head respective- 
ly, besides more to hear from. Mr, 
Halligan is so apprehensive for the 
safety of his remaining animals that he 
has removed them to the mountains. 


SPBEADING THB CONTAGION. 


But by so doing he is actually spread- 


ing the dreaded disease, and should any 
of the herd be already infected with the 
blackleg garm, wherever they uriaato or 
deficate on the road they deposit abun- 
dant seeds of wide-spreading contagion. 
The dead infected animals should all be 
burned, and not buried, and it is ex- 
tremely doubtful whether this has been 
already done in any case. 
As it now 


looks extremely probable that unless 
rigorous measures are enforced u large 
percentage of the cattle in the valley 
will be destroyed, 


A BIGID Q0AEANTINE 


Should be enforced by the proper au- 
thorities. It is not right that through 
the gross carelessness of some man, 
others, who are more careful, should be 
heavy losers. England, when the Rin- 
derpest appeared there some years ago, 
adopted the mos,t stringent measures 
for preventing its spread. 
But for 


prompt action the cattle on the Island 
would have been exterminated. 
Glan- 


dered horses, too, are caused to be shot 
and the bodies either burned or buried 
deep with quicklime wherever they are 
discovered in any community, for the 
purpose of self-preservatiou. This rule 
should guide the authorities of this 
county, or else the farmers should unite 
for the preservation of their horned 
stock. For the benefit of the farmers 
the means of prevention and treatment 
recommended by Dr. Law, of Cornell 
University, are published once more. 


FOR PREVENTION. 


1st. Destroy all infected carcasses by 


burning. 


2d. Disinfect barns, 
pig-pens 
and 


yards by scattering chloride of lime and 
quicklime, and apply to buildings in 
form of a whitewash composed of one- 
quarter pound of chloride of lime to 
each gallon of water. 


3d. Fumigate all buildings and stalls 


with burning sulphur. 


4th. Burn the manuie made a fort- 


night before and a fortnight after an 
outbreak occurs. 


FOB TBEATMEST. 


1st. Put the whole herd on the fol- 


lowing, to be dissolved in water nud 
mixed in the food of each animal every 
morning: Chlorate of potash, 2 drachms; 
bi-sulphite of soda, 4 drachms; carbolic 
acid, 1 drachm. 


2d. To every sick cow give in addi- 


tion every night 1 drachm of iodide of 
potash and 2 grains of bi-ohromaie of 
potash. 


OTHER BEMEDIES. 


Mr. S. Aldrich, of Wyanet, II!., says 


he has successfully used sulphur and 
copneras as a preventive to blackleg. 
Ho mixes it with salt and places in 
boxes where it Will be convenient for his 
cattle at all times. 


Mr. H. M. Kemp, of Schuyler, Ne- 


braska, recommends a remedy by which 
he d:d not lose a single case. 
It 
con- 


sists of one pound euch of saltpetre and 
common salt, ground and well mixed— 
one-half teaspoouful dry to be given afr 
a dose, after which severe exercise last- 
ing for twenty minutes should be given. 
A second dose is seldom required. 
The 


farmers and cattle men can now exer- 
cise Hobson's choice of remedies.

An Indian Deer Picnic. 


A few mornings ago quite a party of 


Eastern Indians arrived in town, loaded 
down with deer. 
They were m«t by 


bands of admiring friends, but while 
laughing gaily with them, it was no- 
ticed by close observers that they did 
not once pass any hunks of venison 
around to turn the affair into a pleasing 
surprise party. No, not by a jugfull. 
It is remarkable how many characteris- 
tics the noble red man has in common 
with his white brother. 


GREAT SGABCITY OF GAME 


In the mountains around Beno has of 
lata y»ars led the various campoodies 
of the Washoe tribe to organize and 
hunt deer in a systematic manner. The 
men, armed with muzzle loading rifles 
that look as though they would explode 
were a firecracker touched off in the 
breech, start up the southwestern moun- 
tains toward Lake Tahoe and gradually 
distribute themselves in a large human 
semicircle, thus driving the deer before 
them within a large scope of country. 
When the two ends of the semicircle 
touch the lake it is gradually contracted, 
always forciug the frightened animals 
into narrower quarters, till finally they 
are hemmed in within a small human 
corral, from which there is no escape 
unless flight into the lake. There they 
are shot down. 
No less than forty-five 


deer have been gathered in this way the 
last season. 


DEKB STALKING. 


Up towards Plumas county, where 


the deer are more plenty, it is generally 
the custom for two Indians to go out on 
a scout together. One will get to wind- 
ward of a deer path or spring and the 
other to leeward, sometimes making 
miles of a circuit to avoid startling the 
animals. The windward man will then 
work bis way cautiously towards his 
partner, until the deer, scenting him, 
will generally flee in the opposite direc- 
tion, to fall a victim to the rifle of the 
leeward Indian. 
As venison is a favor- 


ite game dish, it is a wonder that more 
white men are not on the war path. 
There seem to be plenty of white fish- 
ermen around Reno, but no white deer 
hunters—that is, those following it for 
a living.

!ull carloads bound West, and the day 
before five crowded ones for the East. 
The news agent on the train explains 
that this crowded travel is not perma- 
nent immigration; but that now-a-days 
:he cars are filled with people able to 
travel first-class, but prefer to make 
visits East and West to their friends 
on the emigrant trains; because they 
can see the country so much better. 
Only four more days time are lost be- 
tween San Francisco and New York, 
while they savo twenty-five dollars a 
day on each of the four. They carry 
along, or purchase en route, all the 
needed luxuiies, and if careful too, to 
bring along comfortable wraps and bed- 
ding, can sleep as comfortably in the 
emigrant berths as the finest palace 
sleeper. As an illustration of the much 
less discomfort from dust on the trip, 
the agent remarked that after, crossing 
'he Desert, the dust was so thick on the 
ast express trams, that a parson could 
write his name an eigth of an inch deep 
in dust, while there was scarcely a trace 
of dust on the emigrant coaches. Truly, 
the swiftest trains and, swiftest rivers 
are not by any means the cleanest, or 
most comfortable to travel on.
